(2) Resolved, That the preachers in charge be requested not to make 
advancements to claimants on the fund for superannuates, except through 
the Treasurer of this Board.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS. 

Sixty-six charges have received aid from the Board of Missions this year. 

These report 13,402 members, 1,285 accessions, 203 Sunday-schools, 1,640 
officers and teachers, 11,988 scholars, 207 houses of worship, valued at 
$359,800. 

They have paid Presiding Elders $2,795, Pastors $28,225, Foreign Missions 
$2,280, Domestic Missions $2,188. 

Last year the increase in collections in this Conference for Foreign and 
Domestic Missions was $3,425.89 over the preceding year. This year the 
receipts of the Treasurer show an increase of $1,074.03 over last year, or 
$4,499.92 in excess of two years ago. 

Increase of interest in the great work of our women is seen by the fact 
that the offerings received by the Treasurer of the Woman’s Foreign Mis- 
sionary Society are about $800 in excess of last year. 

The reports of Secretary and Assistant Secretaries of the General Board 
reveal the following facts, for which we feel deeply grateful : 

1. The quadrennium just closed has pioven in every way the greatest 
missionary period in the history of our church. 

2. Last year the increase in membership in our foreign fields was 12%, 
and the amount collected during, the last quadrennium at home for Foreign 
Missions was $645,573 in excess of the preceding quadrenniun^. 

3. The amount collected last year for Foreign and Domestic Missions, 
including that of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society and the 
Woman’s Home Mission Society, amounted to nearly one million dollars, 
($953,723.) 

4. Last year, 17 Annual Conferences, 121 Districts and 3,227 Pastoral 
Charges paid their assessments in full for Foreign Missions, and 83 Dis- 
tricts paid assessments in full for both Foreign and Domestic Missions. 

5. The merbership of our Church in the foreign field numbers 15,711. 
We have 103 native traveling preachers and 251 missionaries, which 
includes 69 missionaries under the Woman’s Board. 

6. The new Methodist Church of Japan will begin its great work in May 
of this year with a membership of 12,000, an ordained ministry of 100 and 
a missionary force of 125. 

Recommendations. 

The Board respectfully makes the following recommendations : 

1. That every member of the Conference secure a copy of Sixtieth Annual 
Report of the Board of Missions, and become thoroughly familiar with 
the facts and fields where our missions are operated. 

2. That special attention be given to the education of our young people 
and children along missionary lines. The Sunday-school Missionary Society 
and the Fourth Department of the Epworth League afford opportunities that 
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no pastor can afford to overlook. Monthly missionary programs in the Sun- 
day-school and Epworth League should be carefully and prayerfully pre- 
pared and executed. Missionary literatnre, which can be had for the ask- 
ing, should be freely distributed, and “Go Forward/ at 25 cents a year 
should be widely circulated. 

3. That Mission Study Classes be organized and conducted in connection 
with the Sunday-school and Epworth League Missionary Endeavors. 

4. That an earnest effort be made this year to place the Baltimore Con- 
ference alongside the seventeen Annual Conferences which are now meet- 
ing the assessments in full. We feel confident this can be done, if the 
charges which pay their assessments in full, will assist in this great work 
by reporting a surplus. The South Georgia Conference now raises more 
than 200 per cent, of the assessments, and some of the pastoral charges 
there are raising as much as 400 per cent., and even more, of the assess- 
ment.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

To the Baltimore Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. 

We are very much gratified to note the generally prosperous condition of 
our Educational Work, both in our own Conference and in the entire 
church. There is a large increase in attendance upon our institutions of 
learning and in the endowments and receipts from various sources. 

The Randolph-Macon System* 

Religion and education are allies. Education is culture on the intellec- 
tual side ; religion is culture on the spiritual side. The Church is the friend 
of education. Educational institutions are for the most part supported by 
Christian people. Four-fifths of all students enrolled in the colleges and 
universities are from Christian homes. 

The Randolph-Macon system of schools and colleges is unrivalled in the 
South. The institutions of this system are making progress in the number 
of students and equipment. The property is valued at $698,000; endow- 
ment $462,815; number of officers and teachers 78; students 1,028. 

The effort of the Alumni to endow a chair of modern languages in' the 
college at Ashland has met with good success, and it is earnestly hoped 
that the entire amount, $30,000, will be realized by December 1, 1907, in 
order to secure $10,000 from the General Education Board of New York. 
The College should have another dormitory like the new Branch domitory. 

The marvel of our educational history is the Woman’s College, with a 
Plant valued at $518,000 and an enrollment of 360 students. This institu- 
tion is listed by the United States Commission of Education, as one of the 
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fourteen colleges for the education of women, entitled to rank in “ Class 
A.” In attendance, equipment and resources it has acquired a high repu- 
tation throughout the country. 

The Institute at Danville is full to overflowing, and doing excellent work. 

The Bedford Academy provided extra quarters and still turned away forty 
for lack of accommodations. 

The Front Royal Academy has an enrollment of 167, more than double 
the number in attendance six years ago. It is peculiarly the male prepara- 
tory school for the Baltimore Conference. It prepares young men to enter 
Randolph-Macon College at Ashland, or any other of the colleges and uni- 
versities of the Country, and gives a well rounded course to those not in 
position to pursue their studies further; all under the auspices of the 
Church, under the influences of Methodism. The successes of its students 
in higher institutions, and in the various walks of life, sufficiently attest 
the character and thoroughness of its work. With buildings and equip- 
ment, unequaled, for the purpose, by any school of like character in the 
South, and a constantly increasing patronage as the public within and 
and without our borders become acquainted with its merits, we have in 
Randolph-Macon College at Front Royal an Institution to which the whole 
Church, the whole country, can look with pride. Baltimore Conference 
Methodism needs this School as much, even more, than the Academy needs 
the patronage of the Conference. We believe that no Methodist parent 
within the bounds of the Conference can afford to send his son elsewhere, 
when he can enter him as a student at Randolph-Macon Academy at Front 
Royal ; and it is in the full consciousness of wffiat the Academy is, and of 
what it does for Methodism, for the welfare of the young man who enters 
within its walls, that we recommend it as worthy of the confidence, support 
and patronage of our people. 

A great work is being accomplished in the training of men and women 
for lives of usefulness, but these institutions are hindered from doing their 
best work because of insufficient endow^ment. The interest of our people 
in the cause of education will result in an increase of patronage, and in 
liberal gifts that this great system may be fully equipped for still greater 
work. 

Southern Seminary* 

This institution of learning has been growing steadily since its location 
within our borders and the report shows it has reached the highest point 
of prosperity in its history. Without the cost of a dollar to the church of 
actual expenditure, and without entailing financial liability, we have in the 
Southern Seminary at Buena Vista, Va., a Methodist school offering excel- 
lent educational advantages to the daughters of our homes. Its property 
is valued at $75,000. Its building is beautifully located and admirably 
adapted for its work, and has received nothing but words of commendation 
from patrons and our visitors. It has an able faculty and an enrollment 
representing our own territory and reaching other sections and states of our 
country. Its boarding department is about full, and the personnel of the 
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student body exceptionally fine, as reported by the Board of Visitors. The 
religious work in the institution keeps pace with its general progress. The 
ladies have their mid-week service under the direction of the Y. W. C. A., 
their missionary society, and a daily Sunrise Prayer Service. The South- 
ern Seminary is the only exclusively Methodist institution for young ladies 
in the Baltimore Conference and shows itself worthy the continued sup- 
port, encouragement and patronage of our people. 

We recommend that Kev. H. H. Sherman, Kev. J. T. Williams and Kev. 

B. F. Ball be appointed as a Visiting Committee, and that they be 
requested to make their repoit in writing to this Board, and further, that 
the expenses incurred bfe paid by the Seminary. 

Alleghany Collegiate Institute* 

This school, located at Alderson, W. Va., is the property of the Lewis- 
burg District. It reports, a year of successful work. The remarkable 
development of this large and prosperous part of our Conference territory 
makes this institution an important factor in the education of our boys 
and girls, and is worthy of our endorsement and patronage. Its property 
is valued at $15,000. Ninety-five students have been enrolled this session, 
with a faculty of five instructors. 

This institution is controlled by a Board of Trustees appointed by the 
Lewisburg District Conference, with H. A. Scorn p as Principal. 

We recommend that Rev. W. O. Talbert, Rev. W. H. Sanders and Rev. 

C. S. Stanton be appointed a visiting committee, and that they be requested 
to make their report in writing to this Board, and further that the expenses 
incurred be paid. 

We recommend that our preachers be requested to deliver the sermon on 
Education, as required by the Discipline, on the second Sunday in May, 
and at that time report to our institutions, viz., Randolph-Macon College, 
Randolph-Macon Woman’s College, Randolph-Macon Academy, Southern 
Seminary and the Alleghany Collegiate Institute, the names of any young 
men or ladies that may attend our schools the coming session. 

Appointments Recommended* 

We recommend that the Conference request the Bishop to appoint Rev. 
J. A. Kern, D. D., and Rev. Collins Denny, D. D., Professors in Vanderbilt 
University; Rev. L. S. Shires, Instructor in Alleghany Collegiate Institute; 
Rev. W. F. Melton, Professor in Baltimore City College ; Rev. H. P. Hamill, 
Conference Secretary and Treasurer of Education, and Rev. Herbert Syden- 
stricker, Professor in Randolph-Macon Academy, Front Royal, Va. 

School of Correspondence* 

We are pleased to learn of the success of the Correspondence School and 
urge all of our under-graduates to take advantage of it in connection with 
their Conference Courses. 
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We recommend an assessment of $3,000 for the benefit of Randolph- 
Macon College at Ashland, and Randolph-Macon Academy at Front Koyal,, 
Va., and of $1,835 for Educational Extension, as assessed upon this Confer- 
ence by the General-Board of Education under the direction of the General 
Conference.

REPORT OF THE SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD. 

To the Baltimore Conference, Methodist Episcopal Church, South : 

The Sunday School Board reports with pleasure that the work under its 
care has made gratifying progress during the year. Signs of increased 
Sunday School interest and improvement in Sunday School work are plainly 
evident in many parts of the Conference. The steady advance, and splendid 
increase in the Sunday Schools of the entire connection, as shown by the 
report of the Sunday School Editor, ought to arouse enthusiasm and stim- 
ulate effort. 
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The Sunday School enrollment of our C!onference stands at more than 
80% of the church membership, placing us at the head of the connection, 
in that regard. This, however, should not be the means of causing us to 
rest upon our oars and regard the work as finished, but i-ather an incentive 
to greater 'achievements. The ideal of the 20th Century Sunday School is 
all the church enrolled for Bible study, in the Sunday School. We urge 
especially, the formation and organization of adult classes and adult 
departments in all our Sunday Schools, firmly believing this to be one of 
the best means for holding the children in the Sunday School and giving 
power to our work, as well' as for supplying us with the resources to do it. 

Needy Schools. 

Tne Board urges the formation of Sunday Schools at all our appointments 
where schools do not now exist. It is a matter of some regret that there 
are .still about seventy organized societies in our Conference that are with- 
out Sunday Schools. We feel confident that the organization of schools at 
these appointments would greatly strengthen all the interests of the church. 
During the year, two or three pastors have called upon the Committee on 
needy Sunday Schools for financial aid in the establishment of new 
schools. 

These calls have been promptly and cheerfully met, producing vei*y 
. gratifying results. This committee is anxious to extend help wherever it 
is needed, and will give immediate and careful attention to all applications 
for assistance, and respond liberally to those that seem to be deserving. 

Literature* 

We note with satisfaction the continued high character of all our Sunday 
School literature. The Board has had th# pleasure of the presence of Dr. 
Chappell, our new Sunday School Editor, at some of its sessions, and is 
gratified to note that still larger improvement is contemplated, so as to 
keep our lesson helps and other Sunday School publications fully abreast 
with the best which the times afford. The increased use of the literature 
of our own Church by its Sunday Schools, and the increased circulation of 
our Sunday School publications is cause for hearty congratulation. 

Children's Day* 

The establishment of a chair of religious pedagogy in Vanderbilt Vniver- 
* sity, to the support of which the surplus from the Children’s Day collections 
is to be devoted, gives a new incentive for maintaining those collections and 
even advancing beyond the satisfactory standard which we have already 
attained. 

Sunday School Convention* 

The well informed Sunday School workers of the Conference scarcely 
need to be reminded of the high character of the programs which have 
been rendered at our annual Sunday School Conventions during recent 
years. It is with pleasure that the Board is able to announce that the 
program for this year will fully sustain the reputation it has established. - 
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A Convention better than any previously held, is promised. This gather- 
ing will be held at Harrisonburg, Va., July 9th, 10th and 11th. Dr. H. M. 
Haraill, Superintendent of Teacher Training, and Mrs. Hamill, have been 
engaged for the entire convention. We again urge that all schools send 
representatives to the Convention. 

District Institutes* 

We are pleased to learn of the continued efficient work of the Koanoke 
District Sunday-school organization. It also gives us great pleasure to 
announce the prospect of an early organization of the Washington District 
in a similar manner. The Convention Executive Committee is ready and 
anxious to afford aid, financially and otherwise, to the Sunday-school 
workers in any district who desire to establish a district organization. 



Study Circle* 

The demand for trained Sunday-school teachers is steadily increasing as 
Sunday-school standards advance. As our own church was the pioneer in 
the matter of establishing a regular course of training for teachers, so it 
still stands at the front in that department, nothing better having yet been 
offered tlian our Teachers’ Study Circle, We renew our recommendation 
that Teachers’ Study Circles be formed in all the schools of the Conference, 
believing that the standard of Sunday-school work will be thereby further 
advanced. 

Book Depository* 

We recommend the Southern Methodist Book Depository, under the 
management of E. B. Lipscomb, Staunton, Va. The Depository will fur- 
nish this year, asi n the past, free programs for Children’s Day to all 
desiring them. Ordersfor Sunday-school literature will be promptly filled 
at Publishing House prices.

To the Baltimore Annual Conference Methodist Episcopal Church, South : 

The action of this Conference in making the additional assessment, and 
of the Secretary of the General Board of Church Extension in tendering a 
donation, render the work of this Board all the more important. 

Attention is called to the following paragraph from the report to this 
Conference of the Secretary of the General Board of Church Extension, 
dated March 18, 1907, to wit : 

“At the annual meeting of the Board last April, ‘The Depart- 
ment of Savings Funds for Church Building ’ was organized. The 
purpose of this department is to husband the funds and conserve 
the efforts of our people who are looking to the building of new 
churches, the remodeling of old ones, and to the liquidation of 
existing debts. Funds raised for these purposes by donation, 
bequest or otherwise, may be forwarded to the Corresponding 
Secretary from time to time, provided that no single remittance 
shall be less than $25.00. The Board obligates itself to pay four 
per centum per annum on quarterly balances ; the interest accru- 
ing to be added to the principal.” 



Following the policy of the General Board of Church Extension this 
Board is impressed with the importance of guarding more carefully the 
donations which it makes from time to time, and therefore directs that, 
whenever in its judgment the circumstances may require it, donations 
shall be made on condition that the Church receiving aid shall execute in

a proper and legal way a non-interest bearing, refunding bond, which will 
guarantee to this Board the amount donated whenever such church prop- 
erty may be abandoned or sold ; unless if sold the proceeds re-invested for 
the use of the said Church, and in such event a new refunding bond shall 
be given. 

It is further recommended, in order that the work and claims of this 
Board may be brought more directly to the Jittention of our people, that 
the President of the Board be and he is hereby authorized to secuj'e suitable 
persons to bring the cause of Church Extension before our people at the 
District Conferences and at such other meetings as may be practicable, and 
that the Board shall set aside $100, or so much thereof as may be needed, 
to defray the necessary expenses that may be incurred in that work. 

Resolved, That we have heard with great pleasure the generous offer of 
Gov. and Mrs. E. E. Jackson to contribute the sum of $50,000 toward the 
erection of a representative church in the city of Baltimore, upon condition 
that the church at large raise $100,000 for this purpose. 

We commend the movement now being made to secure this additional 
$100,000, and express the hope that it will meet with a liberal response 
from all Southern Methodists throughout our bounds. 

We invite those who are charged with this movement to present definite 
plans to this Board, and assure them of the most substantial and generous 
help which it may be in the power of the Board to grant. 

We also commend this movement to the most favorable consideration of 
the General Board of Church Extension.

We are glad to report that the past year has witnessed a revival of 
interest in the Epworth League in some portions of our Conference terri- 
tory. New Leagues have been organized, and old and feeble ones reani- 
mated. This turning back to the League in sections where for some years 
its work had been practically abandoned, is evidence of the fact that the 
League fills a place in the work of the Church which can be filled by nothing 
else. The Church, which expects efficient workers in the future, must train 
them in the present. And the League is the agency by which it meets this 
vital obligation. 

We would strongly urge that during the coming year some portion of the 
time of the District Conference be devoted particularly to a .consideration of

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON PUBLISHING INTERESTS. 

Your Committee beg leave to report the following : 

The business of our Publishing House at Nashville increased steadily 
during the entire period of last year, each month of the year showing gain* 
This increase was in the sales of books as well as in the circulation of the 
general periodicals of the Church. 

We learn with gratification that the new building is a credit to the inter- 
ests it is designed to serve, and that its erection and equipment enables our 
Agents to produce work of better quality with substantial gain in economy. 

In this connection we desire to compliment our Agents on their efficient 
and successful administration. 

We ask the especial attention of our preachers and thoughtful people to 
the Methodist Quarterly Review. It is a worthy representative of the large 
intellectual element of our clergy and people, and should have wide 
circulation and more general recognition among them. We extend a hearty 
welcome to Dr. Gross Alexander, the new editor, and desire to express our 
pleasure and satisfaction with the work already done by him. 

The marked improvement in the Christian Advocate, the weekly organ of 
the whole Church, justifies the special provisions made by the General Con- 
ference for its enlargement. 

We earnestly recommend that all our Sunday Schools use our own Sun- 
day School literature. It is better for them than any other. 

We heartily renew our endorsement of our Conference organ. The Balti- 
more Southern Methodist. This paper is not the enterprise of the Company 
which publishes it. It is the enterprise of the Conference. Its creation 
and publication were ordered by official action of this body. The Publish- 
ing Company was formed by direction of the Conference to carry out our 
purpose. The splendid success of our organ has been the result of the 
recognition of this fact and our consequent responsibility. We cannot 
expect continued prosperity if our preachers forget it. Nor can any paper 
continue its publication unless there are constant and substantial additions 
to its subscription list. Old subscribers die, move out of the bounds of the 
Conference, etc., and from these and like causes there is constant loss of 
patrons. These gaps must be filled. 

We have heretofore met the cost ob publication by the closest economy 
in expenses and by the ardent work of our preachers in securing subscrib- 
ers, making collections, and in every department of the paper’s work. The 
cost of all materials and labor has substantially increased since we began 
publishing our paper. Many other papers have increased their subscrip- 
tion price to meet the increased cost of publication. We propose to meet 
the increased cost by increasing our list of subscribers. 

Looking to the future, we desire the Conference to recognize the fact that 
the continued success of the paper requires the increase of the subscrip- 
tion list, and that the whole responsibility for our paper rests on the indi- 
vidual members of this body. • 
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We therefore recommend that the Conference undertake to add, during 
the coming year, two thousand (2,000) subscribers, and to that end that the 
Presiding Elders be requested to take charge of this work in their respect- 
ive Districts with a view to securing this increase in full, and we ask the 
hearty co-operation of the preachers in this effort. We also ask that this 
matter be made the especial work of the first six (6) months of the coming 
Conference year. 

We recommend the appointment of Rev. J. S. Engle as Editor of the 
Baltimore Southern Methodist. 

The Book Depository conducted by Brother E. B. Lipscomb is doing a 
most important service to the Church. We endorse its work and ask our 
preachers and people to see that all their business in this line goes to the 
Depository.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON TEMPERANCE. 

Your Committee on Temperance beg leave to submit the following report, 
viz : 

Recognizing that one of the greatest evils of the day threatening the 
very principles of our civilization, wrecking the homes, and destroying 
thousands of our young men, is the liquor traffic. The Church of the living 
God, imbued with the spirit of brotherly love, should wage unceasing war- 
fare against it, and should use all right means for its extermination, not 
only in the saloon, but the dispensary, the distillery, and the many illegiti- 
mate methods used for its sale. 

Resolved, First (1st). That we urge upon our citizens the great importance 
of having strictly enforced, as far as possible, all laws against this evil. 

(Second (2d). That we heartily commend the object of the Anti-Saloon 
League and every other organization whose sole object is the suppression 
of the liquor traffic, without expressing approval of any particular methods 
for the accomplishment of this object. 

Third (3d). That we urge that the requirements of the discipline concerning 
the manufacture, sale, or drinking of intoxicating liquors in any form, be 
enforced as far as possible. 

Fourth (4th). That in the training of our young people in our Sunday 
Schools and Epworth Leagues this great question of temperance be not lost 
sight of, but that the lessons be made as forcible as possible, and that a 
sermon on this subject be preached at least once a year. We would also 
urge upon the parents their duty to their children in this matter. 

Fifth (5th). That we believe that the surest and most lasting results for 
this cause come from a deep and. genuine work of grace in the heart of 
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man, and that it should never be lost sight of, that the soul is to be won 
for God.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON SABBATH OBSERVANCE. 

Your Committee on Sabbath observance begs leave to submit the follow- 
ing report : 

We greatly deplore the prevalence of Sabbath desecration. We believe 
that this evil is greatly impeding the progress of the Christian Church and 
is undermining our civilization ; therefore be it 

Resolved 1st, That we record ourselves here and now as being opposed 
to all kinds of Sabbath desecration, especially Sunday excursions, handling 
of unnecessary traffic by railroads, Sunday newspapers, hunting, fishing, 
baseball, and other sports. 

2d. That we pray earnestly that God’s Holy Day may be kept holy. 

3d. That the ministers of our own Church be requested to preach on the 
proper observance of the Sabbath, and to read these resolutions to their 
several congregations. 

4th. That all our people be requested not only to abstain from all unnec- 
essary labor on God’s Holy Day themselves, but also to see that their 
children and servants of every kind be likewise permitted to observe the 
day in a becoming manner. 

5th. That we as a Church are in favor of the passage and enforcement of 
all necessary laws to preserve our Sabbath as a day of rest, and that we 
as citizens will employ every legitimate means to have existing civil laws 
against the various forms of Sabbath desecration enforced.

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REV. QUINCY ADAMS WHEAT. 

Rev. Qunicy Adams Wheat, eldest son of Benoni and Maria McNeil 
Wheat, was born in Alexandria, Va., April 6, 1843, and died in Staunton, 
Va., April 1, 1906, within five days of the completion of the sixty-third year 
of his life. 

Most of his early life was passed in his native city and here, with the 
exception of one year in the classical school of Prof. A. Morgan and Dr. H. 
M. Harmon, in Baltimore, Md., he received his scholastic training in the 
school of Caleb Halowell. His bright and ready mind, and his inclination 
to use the opportunities offered him to acquire an education, made him a 
diligent and successful student and secured for him the full benefit of the 
excellent educational advantages which those schools afforded. As might 
be expected in such a case, he finished his work in school with more than 
ordinary training and equipment for his life-work. 

Sometime during the early years of his life Brother Wheat removed to 
Lewisburg, W. Va. He was converted while there, in 1858 or ’59, and joined 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, under the pastorate of Dr. P. H Whisner. 
During the latter part of the Civil War he enlisted in the Confederate army, 
and served in the signal corps until the close of the war. In the autumn of 
1865 he returned to Alexandria, and, with his certificate of Church member- 
ship from' Lewisburg, united with the Methodist Episcopal Church, in which 
the family had formerly worshiped. Feeling called to the ministry of the 
Gospel, he so far yielded to the impression that he ought to devote his life 
to that employment as to make his desire to do so known to some of the 
leading members of the Church ; but failing to receive the sympathy and 
encouragement which he thought his Church ought to give, and attiibuting 
the lack of it to his connection with the Confederate army, and to his out- 
spoken sympathy with the Southern cause, he withdrew from the Church, 
taking his certificate, but never using it to unite with the Church elsewhere. 
There was, consequently, a suspension of his Church membership, and like- 
wise of his active religious life. 

Bro. Wheat was married at Millboro Springs, Va., by Rev. C. L. Dama- 
on, on September 11, 1867, to Miss Nannie Virginia Beard, of Greenbrier 
county, W. Va., who survives him. Here, at the place of his marriage, 
about one month subsequent to that event, he renewed his vows to the 
Church, uniting with the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, under the 
pastorate of Bro. Damaron. With the renewal of his Church membership, 
there came a renewal of the call to the ministry. In obedience of this call 
he sought, and obtained license to preach, in the spring of 1868, at the 
Quarterly Conference of Frankford Circuit, of the Lewisburg District, of 
which Dr. J. H. Waugh was, at that time, the Presiding Elder. Shortly 
after this, he removed with his wife to Port Republic, Va., where, for three 
years— 1868-1871 — he taught school, exercising, in the mean time, the func- 
tions of his ministerial office, as occasion required. In the autumn of 1871 
he was sent by Bishop Pierce to the Western Virginia Conference, and 
appointed to Peytona Circuit. Becoming a member of that Conference, he 
was appointed, in 1873, to Mason Mission; in 1874 to Cedar Grove; in 
1875 to Coalsburg ; in 1876, ’77, ’78, to Hawk’s Nest ; in 1879 to Clarksburg ; in 
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1880, ’81 to Fayetteville; in 1882 to Barboursville ; in 1883 to Mt, Zion; in 
1884 to Cannonsburg ; in 1885 to St. Albans — his last appointment in the 
Western Virginia Conference. For several years during the period covered 
by these appointments he was the efficient Secretary of his Conference, for 
which, both, his natural and acquired ability eminently fitted him. 

In 1886 Brother Wheat was transferred by Bishop Duncan to the Balti- 
more Conference. The following spring, March, 1887, he was appointed to 
Church Hill and Stevens, and served that Circuit two years. In 1889 he 
was appointed to Listonburg; in 1890, ’91, ’92 to Wardensville ; in 1893 to 
Strasburg ; in 1894 to Page Mission ; in 1895, ’96 to Port Republic ; in 1897 
to Rockbridge Baths. Here he laid down the work which he had taken up 
twenty-six years before. Disabled by rheumatism, he was forced to resign 
his charge at the Second Quarterly Conference of that year. He returned 
to Port Republic, and at the following session of the Annual Conference 
was placed, at his request, upon the superannuated list, in which relation 
he remained through the rest of his life. He and his wife purchased and 
fitted up for themselves a comfortable home in Port Republic, and employed 
their time in such useful service as was possible to them, supplementing, 
by such means as they could use, their small income from the superannu- 
ated fund. 

Brother Wheat very reluctantly retired from the regular work of the 
ministry, to which he had given his best thought and energy. He had 
made the best preparation for it he could before entering upon it, and his 
interest in his work, and his love for it impelled his constant and diligent 
effort for a more thorough preparation for his sacred calling. The fruit of 
his effort appeared in his preaching, in his intelligent and clear exposition, 
and forceful and often effectual application of the truth. His zeal and 
industry did not fail with his declining health and strength. Of studious 
habits, his eagerness to acquire all knowledge within his reach and then to 
use it for the benefit of any whom he might serve did not diminish. After 
months of intense suffering, by which he was so far disabled as to have to 
depend upon others to move him about, he satin his chair and when his 
hand, crippled by rheumatism, could do little more than to drag his pen along 
the lines of his paper, wrote upon different subjects for publication in secular 
and religious papers. He continued, too, without abatement of interest 
and with the hope of completing his task, literary work begun before his 
affliction became so severe, which he intended to preserve in permanent 
form. He began the preparation of “ Chronological Charts,” in the interest 
of “Bible Chronology,” but suspended that work temporarily, as was his 
purpose at the time, to prepare another work which he thought would be 
more suitable to the general reader. This was published a short time 
before his death in a little book of 125 pages entitled “Travel On an Old 
Road Out of Old Ruts.” This publication, showing much careful and 
painstaking research and originality of thought and conclusion, is the fruit 
of painful but hopeful toil through years of affliction. In the dedication 
of this book to his wife he pays a grateful tribute to her helpfulness 
through the thirty-seven years of their married life. 

The work suspended was never resumed. The progress of his disease 
continued until his hands could no longer respond to his thought, and he 
was entirely helpless. But in this condition hope did not desert him, and 
the struggle for restoration of health was maintained. Hoping to realize 
some benefit from such treatment as he might receive at a hospital, he was 
taken to the King’s Daughters’ Hospital, at Staunton, Va., but the treat- 
ment there brought him no relief nor encouragement of the hope with 
which he began it. After a few weeks at the hospital he removed with his 
wife to a boarding house in Staunton, where they remained until his death. 
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Brother Wheat loved his fellow-men and had confidence in them. He was 
most charitable in his Judgment of others, and gave to all the credit of 
truthfulness and sincerity. Ingenuous himself, he did not suspect guile in 
others. Any evidence of mistaken judgment in these things came to him 
as a painful disappointment. He received with full appreciation and grati- 
tude a favor shown him, and felt keenly an injustice done him, but he was 
without malice and resentment. But above all he believed in God and 
honored Him with reverence, fidelity and true devotion. It was said by 
one who knew him long and intimately: “He was a good man, and the 

constant general trend of his heart was God ward.” This witness is true. 
He suffered much. Sometimes his pain was excruciating, and he cried out 
in his agony, and he may have been impatient sometimes, but in “all this 
he sinned not nor charged God foolishly.” In the time of his greatest suf- 
fering he acknowledged some compensation in the development of his 
spiritual life, his more complete consecration, and his religious peace and 
joy. Shortly before his death he said: “I am a better man than I was 

before I was afflicted, and am in a condition to render a more complete and 
devoted service to God than ever before.” He hoped that he should be 
raised up and be permitted to enter again upon the active work of life, and 
waited to know the will of God concerning him. He had not long to wait 
after this to learn that no further work awaited him in the present life, but 
that the rest of the holy Sabbath day, which was just dawning upon him, 
was to be perfect and eternal. His work was done and he entered into rest. 

His body was prepared for burial, and after a short service, conducted by 
Rev. Frazier Furr, it was removed to Ronceverte, W. Va., accompanied by 
his widow, and interred in River View Cemetery, there it rests from toil 
and pain. 



REV. PETER HARRISON WHISNER, D. D. 

Summary : Born February 1, 1837, five miles south of Berkeley Springs, 
Morgan county, Virginia (now West Virginia). Youngest son of Jacob 
Whisner and Margeret Buck, the daughter of Robert Buck, who came from 
the North of Ireland very early in life, and was of Scotch descent. He 
married Miss Maxwel. Jacob Whisner was the son of Peter Whisner and 
Elizabeth Gray. The Whisner family from the time of Dr. Whisner’s great 
grandfather lived in Morgan county, and were farmers by occupation and 
Methodists by faith. His grandfather Buck was also a farmer and a Metho- 
dist. Entered Dickinson College in 1856, spent three months in the Grammar 
School, two months in the Freshman Class, the whole of the Sophomore 
year and five months in the Senior year. He was graduated in 1860, and 
stood eighth in a class of twenty-four, being in college less than half the 
time usually taken to complete the course. Licensed to exhort July 27, 
1857, by Rev. J. W. Start, P. C. of Berkeley Springs Circuit, Baltimore 
Conference M. E. Church. Licensed to preach February 14, 1860, by the 
Quarterly Cenference of the same Circuit, the license being signed by Rev. 
W. G. Eggleston, P. E., and C. L. Grafflin, secretary. Received on trial by 
the Baltimore Conference, M. E. Church, at the memorable Conference 
held in Staunton, Virginia, 1861. Received into full connection and elected 
to Deacon’s Orders in 1863 at the session held in Churchville, Va. Ordained 
Deacon November 20, 1864, in Lynchburg, Va., by Bishop Early. Elected 
to Elder’s orders at the Conference session held in Salem, Va., in 1865, and 
ordained Elder in Alexandria, Va., February 11, 1866, by Bishop Early. 

Appointments : 1861, J. P. on Rockingham Circuit with T. Hildebrand, 
P. C. The Circuit was made up of the following appointments : Harrison- 
burg, Bridgewater, Mt. Crawford, Mt. Solon, Naked Creek, Fellowship, 
Wesley Chapel and Dayton. In 1862, judging from the fact that he says 
Sangerville, Rushville, Trinity and Edom were added to the Circuit, he 
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must have been continued as J. P. on Rockingham Circuit. In 1863 he 
was J. P. on Salem Circuit, with J. R. Wheeler, P. C. The appointments 
were Salem, Big Lick (now Roanoke City), Thrashers, Cave Spring, Lafay- 
ette, Big Spring, The Bend, Back Creek and Hollins ; 1864-65 in charge of 
Lewisburg Station ; 1866-67 in charge of Lexington ; 1868-70 in charge of 
Blacksburg. In the fall of 1868 he opened in Blacksburg, Va., Preston and 
Olin Institute, and served as its Principal foi- three years. Out of this 
Institute has grown the Virginia Polytechnic Institute ; 1871 appointed prin- 
cipal of Preston and Olin Institute, with the understanding that his “ser- 
vice as Principal should close with the session that summer, and that in a 
certain contingency he should go as P. C. of Rockville Circuit.” On Aug. 
4, 1871, he went to Rockville Circuit, and continued there till the Confer- 
ence in 1875; 1875-78 P. E. of the Moorefield District; 1878-81 in charge of 
Central Church, Baltimore city; 1881, P. C. of Charlestown, W. Va. ; 
1882-86 P. E. of the Winchester District; 1886-90 P. E. Baltimore District; 
1890-94 P. E. Roanoke District; 1894 P. C. Buena Vista, Va. ; 1895-98 P. E. 
Rockingham District. The General Conference held in Baltimore in 1898 
elected him Corresponding Secretary of the Board of Church Extension. 
The General Conference held in Dallas, Tex., inl902, re-elected him to this 
position. 

Married January 24, 1866, to Miss Louisa Ann Arey, of Bridgewater, Va. 
On February 18, 1872, in Rockville, Md., she died very suddenly. He was 
married in Rockville, Md., April 14, 1874, to Miss Virginia Louisa Childs. 
After two years of great suffering she died, April 13, 1901, leaving behind 
her a husband too tender not to feel keen suffering, but too brave a 
Christian to complain. 

He was elected a trustee of Randolph-Macon College in 1879 and gave 
faithful and valuable service to that institution till 1898, in which year he 
resigned because his duties as Secretary of the Board of Church Extension 
prevented him from giving the college the attention he believed due from 
a trustee. 

The degree of Doctor of Divinity was conferred upon him June 21, 1883, 
by Randolph-Macon College. 

Five times the Baltimore Conference elected him a delegate to the Gen- 
eral Conference. He was appointed by the College of Bishops a member of 
the committee to arrange for the Ecumenical Conference held in Washing- 
ton in 1891, an^3 also a member of that Conference. Again, in 1901, he held 
the same positions in the Ecumenical Conference that met in London. 

He died in Baltimore, Md., April 21, 1906. 

In that great work, De Senectute, which for nearly two thousand years 
has not lacked apprecia.tive readers, Cicero puts into the month of Marcus 
Cato the following incident ; “ The story is told of an aged man who came 
into the theatre in Athens during the progress of the games. Although the 
throng was great no place was given him by his own countrymen; but when 
he came near the Spartans, who as ambassadoi*s had seats assigned them in 
the orchestra, they rose as one man out of respect for him and gave the 
patriarch a seat. When they were greeted with rounds of applause from 
the whole audience, one of them remarked : ‘ The Athenians know what is 
right, but lack the disposition to do it.’ ” Had Peter H. Whisner been 
present when the old man came into the assembly, he would have been one 
of the first to rise to his feet, for he knew what was right, and he did it. 
He never was wanting in respect for those to whom respect was due. From 
him venerable age, long and honest service, with its seasoned experienced, 
honorable office bearing faithfully its burden of responsibility, never failed 
to receive admiration and homage. He was deferential without abatement 
of dignity, and gave patient attention to his elders without a sacrifice of his 
convictions. This trait, the germs of which were inborn, he cultivated 
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throughout life as a recognized duty, essential in his conception of true 
manhood. 

. He determined by the help of God to be a man, and by the help of God he 
was a man, a true man, a noble man. That was an end he pursued not 
simply as a duty, but which he believed to be a privilege, one worthy of an 
immortal being. He did not make the mistake of supposing that any posi- 
tion, however responsible and honorable, could confer manhood. If he 
failed to be a man he knew he should in reality fail to be anything that was 
worthy. Not honors but honor was his aim. What counted was not what 
one received from his fellows, but what he really was in God’s sight. 

A Conference memoir cannot be a biography. It must of necessity be 
brief. It can be merely suggestive. Only a few traits of a man’s character 
can be touched upon, and those concisely. 

Our brother adopted for himself a very high standard, and held himself 
strictly to it. His life was very simple, almost monotonously plain. He 
eschewed all superfluities, and was almost ascetic in the regulation of his 
own life, yet he was wholly free from the spirit of asceticism and perfectly 
tolerant in his judgment of brethren whose lives were not after the pattern 
he chose for himself. He seemed to judge no man. Who ever heard him 
speak evil of any man? He could and did speak the truth, and openly when 
duty demanded it; but no one offended him by differing from him in judg- 
ment. We must all recognize sadly that this is all too rare even among 
brethren. Every one of us can well afford to cultivate this strictness 
towards ourselves, this tolerance towards others. 

He was economical and saved all he could, and gave all he had. One of 
the largest loan funds in the hands of our Board of Church Extension is his 
gift. With characteristic modesty he withheld his name, so that few even 
of the members of the Board knew the donor, and that fund is called simply 
the “ W. loan fund. ” 

He was a grave man. Seriousness of spirit was characteristic of him. 
He was wholly free from levity and foolishness. Frivolity froze in his 
presence. Wesley’s charge to his preachers to do everything as in the 
immediate presence of God more than met the approval of Bro. Whisner; it 
was his constant practice. Though he was serious he was not morose. No 
one who knew the man could think of him in connection with anything 
coarse or vulgar, t Whatever was innocent in wit and humor he could 
heartily enjoy, and his bright smile and quiet laugh showed hie appreciation. 

Such traits could hardly exist unless they were conjoined with faithful- 
ness. Peter H. Whisner gave himself wholly to the performance of his 
duties as a man and as a Methodist preacher. As much as in him was he 
met with fidelity the obligations of the man, the Pastor, the Presiding 
Elder, the College Trustee, and the Church Extension Secretary. Whatever 
the field of labor to which he was assigned he was content and glad to 
devote himself to its culture. Patiently, perseveringly, with a quietness 
that sought no display, he did his work with commendable singleness of 
heart. He was eminently a faithful man. 

The path of the just is as a shining light that shineth more and more 
unto the perfect day. “More and more” — that phrase calls attention to 
degrees of attainment. “The perfect day” dawns not here, but in that 
world toward which we hopefully look. Character, as realized in this life, 
is relative. No man is wholly good. Jesus says : There is none good, but 
one, that is God. Christian perfection is not a static condition, but a 
dynamic one. It is not a development up to a definite point followed by a 
crystallization; not a sudden entrance into a state in which no further 
growth is possible. It is not a state of arrested development. It is not 
the finish of the race, the attainment of the ultimate goal. It is rather a 
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reaching forth unto those things which are yet before, a pressing toward 
the mark. In McKnight’s splendid translation of Paul’s sublime thought : 
“I do not reckon mySelf to have laid hold of the prize. But one thing I 
do, not minding indeed the things behind me, but exceedingly stretching 
myself forward to the thinge before me, I follow along the mark (keeping 
within the prescribed bounds)' to the prize of the calling from above by 
Christ Jesus.” 

Can any man without qualification be said to be sincere? Can that great 
term be used correctly in any other than a relative sense ? Is it not, as 
other terms descriptive of charcter, a term of comparison with a standard 
not definitely fixed ? Granting this to be the fact. Brother Whisner was in 
a high degree a sincere man. Free from conscious pretense, his character 
was marked with candor. When it was proper for him to announce his 
opinion or position, he announced it without the slightest concealment. 
He dug no tunnels. When he met you, either in opposition or in support, 
he met you in the open, like the true man he was. He never took part in 
an ambush. What he told you as to fact was as nearly true as the words 
at his command could express it. What he promised he would do was done 
up to the limit of his power. 

How tender he was ! His courage had tenderness for a bride, and he was 
chivalrous and true to that bride. Children in homes in which he was a 
frequent guest drew near to this grave man, climbed with confidence into 
his lap, were not repelled by his dignity. In him those who suffered found 
sympathy ; those who were needy, generous help. He was not a weak man 
in any sense of the word ; on the contrary, he was a very strong man, one 
of strongest in our Conference. Because he was a strong man, and when 
duty called could with emphasis, directness, and power meet troublesome 
and painful situations, those who saw him only at such times, or knew 
little of him except what could be discovered in these circumstances, might 
suppose him lacking in tenderness. The supposition would be erroneous. 
Strength and tenderness can combine in character, often do combine. They 
combined in him. 

Like every true son of a noble mother, he loved his mother ; loved her 
passionately ; loved her to the end. He wrote : “ My mother was in every 
respect a very superior woman. I owe far more to her than to any other 
human being.” He gladly and gratefully acknowledged his indebtedness to 
others. He put on record: “My mother’s infiuence and my brother 
Samuel’s help enabled me to secure my college education.” Again he wrote : 
“ I acknowledge the favors shown me by my Conference in the fact that I 
have been elected to the General Conferences of 1878, 1886, 1894, 1898.” 
After this was written he was elected a delegate to the General Conference 
of 1902. “I acknowledge the confidence shown me by the Bishops of the 
Church in that they appointed me one of the committee to arrange for the 
Ecumenical Conference of 1891, and also a member of that body ; and again 
in that they appointed me one of the committee to arrange for the Ecu- 
menical Conference of 1901, and also a member of that body.” 

The most notable fact in the life of our brother was his steady devotion 
to his Lord. He was emphatically a man of God. These are his own words, 
written June 8, 1901: “My mother’s example and teachings caused me 

very early in life to feel very great interest in personal religion. My pres- 
ence often in Class Meetings and Love Feasts induced me to desire to know 
the joy I saw and heard as the experience of others, so that when about 
thirteen years of age I sought the Lord at a camp meeting. I was at the 
mourner’s bench Sunday afternoon and night, and Monday morning, after- 
noon, and night ; and on Monday night a new and blessed experience came 
to me, for which I have still to thank the Lord.

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“ Because of personal hesitancy to tell the state of my mind to any one 
I had a very unsatisfactory condition from that time till I was about twenty 
years of age. Part of that time I could scarcely say I was a Christian at 
all, and sometimes I went forward as a penitent, seeking to know more of 
the blessed experience that I had lost. This state of indefiniteness disap- 
peared when I was about twenty, while I was a student at college. 

“ Through much of my boyhood I had the impression that I ought to be 
a minister of the Gospel, an impression that never left me. I never tried 
to get rid of that impression, nor did I ever ask anything directly of the 
Church in that regard. License to exhort was given me without my having 
indicated to any one that I wished it, and so was my license to preach. 
Before I graduated a request came to the College for a young man to supply 
a place, and was put in my hands, and I accepted the place ; and at the 
close of the year it was arranged by the proper authorities to have me 
admitted to the Baltimore Conference, and it was done. All this time I 
asked nothing, but did not feel at liberty to refuse to let any of these steps 
be taken. So I was led on through all the stages to Elder’s orders. 

“I record my thanks to the Father of spirits for all His mercies to me 
and blessings bestowed upon me from my infancy to this hour. He has not 
forsaken me in any of my sorrows. I am alone. I believe God loves me, 
and means me no harm in these dispensations. He has made most of my 
life to be largely free from sorrow. 

“I thank Him for my parents, and especially for such a mother as He 
gave me, and allowed to live for me- all through my childhood and youth. 
I thank him for my conversion, and for sparing me through all the years in 
which I gave Him only a very defective service. I thank Him for not cut- 
ting me off in any of my sins. I thank Him for any faithfulness that I 
have been able to show in any of these yeai-s. I propose to trust in and 
love and serve my Saviour while ever he shall keep me in the world. 

“ I thank God for the Methodist Church, for its reasonable doctrines, its 
practical polity, and for the many faithful and true men and women I have 
been associated with in the Church all through these years. 

“ I accept every word of the Bible as true, and I propose by the help of 
divine grace to trust in my Lord and live in His service till He shall call 
me to join all the many loved ones gone before me in the presence of 
the ever blessed Lord.” , 

His brethren of the Baltimore Conference join our brother in this thanks- 
giving, and add their thanks to God forgiving us for long years this devoted 
servant of His Lord, this unsullied character, this faithful friend. He loved 
us and trusted us, and in turn was loved and trusted by us. Gratefully do 
we record that he was true to every trust committed to him, that in every 
circle he entered his action and manner were in harmony with his office as 
a minister of the gospel and his jirofession as a follower of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. We shall miss him in our annual gatherings, and the world will be 
forever poorer to those who were privileged to be his close friends. 



REV. CHARLES A. JOYCE. 

Rev. Charles Addison Joj’^ce, son of Rev. Henry and Mrs. Mary Joyce, 
was born in Anne Arundel county, Maryland, October 5, 1835, and died at 
his home at Gambrill’s Station in the same county, May 9, 1906. 

Brother Joyce spent the early part of his life in his native county, where 
he attended the public school at Marley, under the instruction of. Prof. 
Patrick Holland, until 1850, when, with his father, he went to Baltimore 
county, where, at Hiss Chapel, he, a brother and three sisters were con- 
verted and united with the Methodist Church. 
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His father, who believed in young converts exercising their gifts and 
graces early, frequently called on his sons to lead in family worship, by 
which exercise they were soon prepared to take active part in Church work. 

For some time Brother Joyce attended the Millersville Academy, con • 
ducted by Professor Leakin, where, by his studious habits and with a mind 
eager for knowledge, he used his Opportunities to advantage. 

On reaching his majority his father gave him a farm, which he began to 
cultivate and beautify with much energy, skill and taste, and with bright 
prospects of success. 

It was while in his fields, at his plow and tilling his soil that the Master’s 
voice was heard calling him to the work of an itinerant preacher to woik 
in the vineyard of his Lord, and, like Matthew at the receipt of custom, and 
Peter, James and John at their nets, he left all and obeyed the Master’s 
call, and for thirty-four years was in the active work of cultivating the 
fields to which his Conference appointed him. It is well at this point to 
let Brother Joyce give, in his own words, a very interesting part of his life 
as he sets it forth in some reminiscences of his early itinerant work ; for it 
was at a time in our history that tried men’s souls, minds and bodies. He 
says : 

“ At the memorable Conference at Staunton, Va., in the year 1861, 1 was 
received on probation and appointed to Augusta Circuit with Rev. Robert 
Smith preacher in charge. Rev. E. R. Veitch, Presiding Elder, where I 
spent two years. 

“The next year, 1863, I was sent as preacher in charge of Bath Alum 
Circuit. In 1864 I was sent to Covington Circuit as preacher in charge, and 
was returned to that Circuit the next year — 1865; but the war closing in 
April of that year, and Bro. George G. Brooke, who had been a chaplain in 
the Confederate army, coming to his family, who occupied the parsonage in 
Covington, was given charge of that work, and I was transferred to Monroe 
Circuit, with Rev. J. W. Ewan, preacher in charge. During that stormy 
period I do not remember to have missed a single appointment in conse- 
quence of the war; nor was I absent from any session of the Annual 
Conference, but I passed my four years’ course of study in the four years. 
I was ordained Deacon in Lynchburg, November, 1864, and Elder in Salem 
in 1865, by Bishop Early.” 

By this quotation from Brother Joyce’s reminiscences we can see to some 
extent what manner of man he was. “Giving diligence, he added to his 
faith courage, knowledge, temperance, patience, godliness, brotherly kind- 
ness and charitj’.” And our brother’s life and works during those dark, 
tempestuous years show to us that he possessed and cultivated these Chris- 
tian graces in a marked degree. 

In 1866 Brother Joyce was united in marriage to Miss Mary Frances 
Hank, of Monroe county. West Virginia, who for forty years gladly and 
helpfully traveled and worked with her husband in the Master’s cause, 
“counting it all joy.” This year, 1866, he, with his bride, was sent from 
the Alexandria Conference to Green Bank Circuit, where he served three 
years*; 1869-72, Levelton ; 1873-74, Fincastle; 1875-77, Fairfax; 1878-81, 
Romney; 1882-85, Monterey; 1886-89, Marshall; 1890-91, Charles; 1892-94, 
Calvert. While on this last-named charge Brother Joyce’s health failed, 
but at the ensuing Conference, his health having improved, he was 
appointed in 1895 to Manasses, where, at the end of the year, his health 
was such that he retired from the active work. • 

Brother Joyce was well informed, and he was a painstaking sermonizer, 
used clioice language, was a forceful gospel preacher, successful in revival 
work, having had great revivals on some of his charges, and he w’as suc- 
cessful in other branches of church work. 
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While Brother Joyce was of quiet, retiring nature, and had to be well 
known to be appreciated, yet those who were blessed with his companion- 
ship, as was the writer, found him to be a dignified, warmhearted Christian 
gentleman, and a true minister of Jesus Christ. Brother Joyce* left a wife, 
three sons and three daughters to mourn his departure, but “they know 
where to find him.” 

As most of us know, one of his three sons, Bev. W. H. H. Joyce, is an 
honored member of our Conference. As our departed brother had strength 
and opportuity he preached to the last. Only a very short time before his 
death he preached twice on a Sunday, and was very happy in doing it. May 
the Holy Spirit comfort, guide and keep the bereaved ones. 



WILLIAM O. ROSS. 

William O. Ross, son of James E. and Mary Curry Ross, was born at 
Mount Sidney, Augusta county, Virginia, November 12, 1837. His father 
was a Methodist class-leader, steward and Sunday School superintendent, 
and was for many years one of the most active and infiuential members of 
the Chnrch. 

Thus, in the home of his childhood, was laid the foundation of that 
strong Christian character which so distinguished him through life. 

Thoughtful from his youth, he gathered all the best that was to be had in 
the schools of his time, so that he was well prepared to enter college at the 
age of 2 1 years. 

He entered Washington College, at Lexington, Virginia (now Washington 
and Lee University), in 1858, from which institution he was graduated with 
the degree of A. B. His purpose in going to college was to study law ; but 
during the first year of his college life the God of his father turned the 
current of his life in a direction widely different from that which he had 
chosen for himself. He was converted and called to the ministry of the 
Lord Jesus. He at once gave up the law and turned his studies in the 
direction of the ministry. 

On the 12th of November, 1867, Brother Ross was happily married to 
Mrs. Sarah A. Whitmore, widow of Samuel Whitmore, of Augusta county, 
Va. She is a daughter of Thomas Walker, also of Augusta county. She 
and one daughter, Mrs. J. H. Witt, of Abbeville, S. C., survive him. 

Brother Ross was admitted on trial into the Baltimore Confei'ence at 
the session held at Trinity Church, Baltimore, in March, 1869, and was 
appointed to Elk Run Circuit, in Virginia; 1870, to Rockingham Circuit; 
1871 he was ordained a deacon, sent to New Market, and returned there in 
1872; 1873 he was ordained an elder and sent to East Rockingham ; 1874-75, 
Woodstock; 1876-77, Lexington Circuit; 1878-79-80, Roanoke Circuit; 1881, 
Blacksburg; 1882-83, Lafayette; 1884-85, Berkeley Circuit; 1886, Waldoif 
and Prince George, Md. ; 1887, Staunton Mission ; 1888, Milnes ; 1889, Mon- 
terey; 1890, Marksville; 1891, Bell’s Valley; 1893-94, Manassas; 1895, 
Roanoke Circuit; 1896-97-98-99, Bethany; 1900, Rockbridge; 1901, super- 
annuated ; 1902-3-4-5, Basic City ; 1906, he was again superannuated, and 
went with his wife to make their home with their daughter, Mrs. J. H. 
Witt, of Abbeville, S. C. 

For a time his health improved so that he thought of resuming active 
work at the present Conference, and had written to one of the Presiding 
Elders on the subject. He preached frequently during the year, and for 
some weeks before his death he had filled, regularly, the pulpit of our 
Church at Abbeville, the pastor being sick. 

On the day before he died he preached in the morning and taught a Bible 
class. He was complaining a little in the evening, but would have gone to

Church and preached again but for the unfavorable weather. Monday 
morning he arose refreshed and seemed unusually bright. After a short 
time spent in laughing and talking with the family, he walked out into the 
yard, and m a few minutes his daughter went to call him to breakfast and 
saw him lying on the ground. She ran to him, but by the time she reached 
him he was dead. 

His body was brought back to the home of his childhood, and was buried 
in the cemetery at the “Old Stone Church,” near Fort Defiance. Appro- 
priate funeral services were conducted by Kev. B. F. Ball, assisted by Kev. 
G. Dorsey White, in the presence of Rev. H. P. Hamill, Rev. C. B. Sutton, 
Rev. J. N. Vandeventer, pastor of the Church, and a large assembly of 
people from Mount Sidney and the surrounding country. 

In the life and character of Brother Ross we have a fine example of well- 
rounded manhood. In his personal life he was cultivated, refined, social 
and intensely religious. In his family life he was gentle and affectionate. 
In his church life he was loyal, true, devoted, and in his ministry he was 
thoroughly conscientious. He was a man of strong personal attachments, 
and those who knew him best loved him best and loved him to the end.‘ 
His classmates at college watched his course in the ministry with deep 
interest and never failed to ask affectionately about him of preachers whom 
they met. 

Brother Ross wore the world loosely. He had a fair share of wealth, 
which he simply gave away and became poor for Christ’s sake. He had 
fine opportunity of distinction in the legal profession, with whatever of 
wealth and worldly honor that profession so often brings. If any man of 
us can say, “Behold, we haye left all and followed Thee,” Brother Ross 
could say as much from the depths of his heart. 

His preaching was scholarly, clear, and forcible — “in demonstration of 
the Spirit and with power.” His sermons never failed to make impressions 
upon the attentive hearer that were not soon forgotten. At the outset of 
his ministry he wrote extensive notes and took them with him into the 
pulpit. His attention to these notes cramped him somewhat in the manner 
of his delivery. Upon the advice of his Presiding Elder, that prince of 
preachers. Rev. Ezra F. Busey, he discarded all manuscript, fixed his sub- 
jects clearly in his mind, went untrammeled into the pulpit and became 
one of the most interesting and effective preachers amongst us. 

He loved his work. He loved to preach. To this work he had enthusi- 
astically devoted the bright talents his Lord had given him, and although 
for several years he was called to suffer great bodily pain, as well as domes- 
tic anxiety, he faltered not. As Charles Wesly could sing : 

“ Happy if with my latest breath, 

I may biit gasp His name.” 

So W. O. Ross realized the fondest hope of his life when he 

“ His body with his charge laid down. 

And ceaaed at - nee to work and live.” 

REV* LEWIS G* MARTIN. 

Rev.' Lewis G. Martain was born of Christian parents, Daniel and Pricilla 
Martin, near the town of Aberdeen, Maryland, on September 16, 1839. He 
died very unexpectedly from the bursting of a blood vessel in the brain at 
6.30 o’clock A. M., February 22, 1907. 

The funeral was held Sunday, February 24th, in Grace Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, South, Aberdeen, and was attended by a large concourse of 
people. It was conducted by the pastor. Rev. Harry W. Burruss, Rev. 
J. A. Anderson, Presiding Elder of the East Baltimore District; Rev. C. L. 
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Daraaron, a former pastor; Rev. Thomas T. Brown and Rev. David Jami- 
son, of the Presbyterian Church, and Rev. John H. Baker, of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church. He was buried in Spesutia Cemeteiy near Perryman, 
Md., where with other holy dead he awaits the resurrection of the just. 

Brother Martin is survived by his widow, two daughters, Mrs. Mattie 
Shemwell, of Prince Frederick, Md., and Miss Susie Martin, and six sons — 
Messrs. Edwin Martin, of Brooklyn, N. Y. ; J. Oliver Martin, of Annapolis ; 
Clarence W. Martin, Marvin, Regester and Louis Martin, Jr., of Aberdeen. 

We have thus briefly given an account of the birth, life and death of this 
godly man. But the entire history — who can write ? No man can. Only 
in the book can all be found. Life cannot be fully measured by the mere 
record of birth, name, family, death. These have their relations to and are 
steps in a man’s life, its different stages, but not all, for a life must be 
studied in the light of the person’s own conception of life, his purposes and 
aims, his faith and hope. 

When we test the life of Brother Lewis G. Martin by this statement we 
And that a great and good man comes before us for consideration. For is 
not he great and good whom God calls into his ministry, and to whom at 
the last He says: “Come ye blessed of My Father?” 

The whole life of Brother Lewis G. Martin leads to this conclusion. The 
record of his life indicates ceaseless activity and one of great usefulness. 

He entered upon his active work for his Master when in 1864 he was 
licensed to preach by the Quarterly Conference of East Harford Methodist 
Episcopal Church. Two years later, in 1866, we find him selecting the 
Church that was to furnish him with opportunities for a long life of ser- 
vice for his Master. In that year he united with the Methodisf Episcopal 
Church, South. From that day to the day of his death he was a loyal, true 
and devoted follower of Jesust Christ in the Church of his choice. He was 
true to Christ and the Church. 

His appointments led him into nearly all parts of our Conference terri- 
tory, and he was in labors abundant. 

The following list gives the time of service for each charge he served in 
the thirty-nine years of his ministry among us : 

He served as supply under Elder Dr. Samuel Rodgers for two years at 
East Harford Circuit. He did good work, for in that time he laid the foun- 
dation for what is now a strong centre of Southern Methodism. 

In 1868 he was admitted on trial into the Baltimore Annual Conference 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. The Conference met that year 
in Central Church, Baltimore, Md., Bishop D. S. Doggett in the chair. 

He was appointed that year to St. Mary’s Circuit. In 1871 to Charles, 
1872 to Collierstown, 1873 to Gainsboro, 1876 to Wardensville, 1878 to Crab 
Bottom, 1880 to Monterey, 1882 to Flintstone, 1884 to Frostbiirg, 1885 to 
Keyser, 1887 to Charles, 1889 to Calvert, 1892 to Severn, 1896 to Royal 
Oak. In 1900 he superannuated. 

These charges all meant hard work, but he went without murmuring, 
believing the Lord had sent him. It was his delight to preach Christ the 
power of God unto salvation, and great was the company that heard it. 

He told the writer of this paper that one gloomy day when depressed in 
spirit he went to the secret place of prayer, and then drew forth old 
records, and his heart was cheered when he found that more than seventeen 
hundred souls had been brought to Christ during his ministry. In that 
hour the Lord blessed him there, and the burden was lifted. That is a 
great number. He was (as Bro. J. Watts Shoaff, a former colleague of his 
said) “a soul winner.” A great gift is this to have power with God and with 
men. After he superannuated and he felt himself strong enough, he still 
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preached the Gospel with power, and souls were saved. In feebleness of 
body and strength of spirit he responded to the many calls for help. He 
was an active superannuated preacher. He was loved by the preachers and 
people he helped, and he loved his brethren and the people. 

Bro. Lewis G. Martin was a Christian gentleman, a true friend, an excel- 
lent preacher, and a good pastor — a man of God. Bro. J. E. Armstrong 
sent this tribute : “I can say I have never been associated with a nobler 

spirit nor a truer friend. He was faithful in all that pertains to the rela- 
tion and work of a Methodist preacher, and his home had an irresistible 
charm for every one who entered it.” 

He is gone. Another member of the old guard gone from the ranks on 
t;arth to enter the ranks on high. 

His purpose for life was high, for it was to serve. His faith was in God, 
and in the power of the Gospel he preached to save. 

His hope was bright and looked forward to that land of eternal day. He 
has received the reward of every faithful soul, and we hear again the 
words : 

“ Blessed are the dead who die in the Lord.” 



REV* JAMES H* BOYD, D.D. 

James H. Boj’^d was born in Jelferson county. West Virginia, November 
21, 1849. His father was Robert Boyd, and his mother, before her marriage, 
was Elizabeth Palmer. When but a small child, his mother’s sister, 
Priscilla Palmer, took him to raise. Here he found a home until his 
marriage to Miss H. A. Wyncoop, February 2, 1871. 

In early youth he was a wild and worldly boy, being addicted to drinking, 
card-playing and profanity. His trade was that of stone-mason. 

At the age of nineteen, two years before his marriage, in a meeting held 
in November, 1868, at Snickersville (now Bluemont), Loudoun county, Va., 
and conducted by Rev. John T. James, young Boyd professed religion; 
being one of ninety-nine bright conversions, and one of ninety-seven 
gathered into the Church. The lady who afterwards became his wife, and 
her sister and brother were also converted. The last Sabbath morning of 
the meeting, when some eighty witnessed the power of the Spirit in them, 
young Boyd’s face was one of the happiest in all that company. He soon 
showed his call to the ministry. As a child young Boyd gave exhibition as 
to the trend of his talent in calling all of the little darkies out into the 
woods and preaching to them as occasion would allow. Now he gave the 
best evidence of his calling in the conversion of souls. 

He was admitted into the Baltimore Annual Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, in 1875, after being licensed for a year or more as 
exhorter. Though without even a good common school education, he had 
great natural powers of body and mind and a rich spiritual endowment. 

His preaching was truly great in all the elements of power with souls. 
He threw his strength into his pulpit more than into his pastoral work. 
He was a rich expounder of the Scriptures, a strong reasoner, and he pos- 
sessed a spring of deep emotion in his soul which flowed forth at times and 
permeated all of his thought. A brother minister says of him: “Dr. 

Boyd as a preacher, and especially in his prime, was among our very first. 
He had the faculty of preaching doctrinal sermons in a way that appealed 
to the popular mind. He did not believe in seririonettes, but usually took 
plenty of time ; and yet his congregations, in the regular pastorate or while 
he was Presiding Elder, did not tire, nor did they fall away. At a camp 
meeting, especially where there was a large audience. Dr. Boyd appeared 
at his best. He had an enthusimm for preaching which was nlmost his 
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leading characteristic. He loved to preach, and did not hesitate to say so. 
He had a magnificent voice, a fine presence, and, when physically at his 
best, was a man who made a fine appearance in the pulpit.” The number 
of souls converted under his ministry he reckoned at some twenty-five hun- 
dred, many of whom will doubtless meet him in the skies. 

Doctor Boyd’s ministry covered a period of thirty-two years. His first 
charge was as junior preacher, on Hillsboro Circuit, with Rev. L. R. 
Jones, in 1875. The next was in Upper Botetourt, where he spent three 
years; four years on Newport Circuit; four years on Montgomery, and in 
1887 he came to Roanoke City, where he spent the next four years. From 
Roanoke he w'ent to Emmanuel, Baltimore City, as pastor for two years, 
and for a time was editor of the Episcopal Methodist. A. notable ministry 
of four years, beginning in 1893, followed in Staunton, Va. He then served 
the Washington District for four years, and left it to take up a pastorate 
in Falls Church, in 1901. While in Falls Church Doctor Boyd’s health 
began to fail, and he was disabled by inflammatory rheumatism the most 
of that year. Attributing his bad health as due in some measure to the 
dampness of the parsonage, he asked for his removal. He was sent to 
Vinton for four years, where his health seemed to improve, and in 1906 he 
w'as appointed to St. James Church, Roanoke, Va. 

During the session of this Conference in Cumberland, Md., he took a 
deep cold, which was followed by a renewed attack of inflammatory rheu- 
matism. He rallied somewhat after his return home, and preached for some 
weeks regularly in his new charge ; but, urging himself beyond his strength, 
he began to grow weaker, preaching on irregularly until the last of May, 
when he went to the hospital in Roanoke for three weeks, and then retired 
to his brother’s home in Jefferson county, W. Va. His condition being 
found to be hopeless. Rev. John A. Taylor was appointed to fill the vacancy 
at’St. James Church. 

In conversation with Brother Taylor, soon after this appointment, he 
said: “My case is hopeless ; there is no instance on record where a man 
got better afflicted as I am. I am sitting here staring death in the face, 
only waiting to fill up the measure of the sufferings of Christ. You know' 
He left behind a measure of His sufferings, and I am now in a ministry of 
suffering. I am so nervous that I can see but few of my friends. But He 
and I have some precious times here together. I had thought when 
appointed to St. James that the opportunity of my life was before me; but 
God has ordered otherwise, and my work seems to be done.” 

Sometimes afterwards, at the meeting of the Third Quarterly Confer- 
ence, he sent this message: “ I am busy dying, and tim probabilities are 
that I shall spend my Christmas in heaven.” After this he thought the 
time of his departure had come, and sent this message to the congrega- 
tion : “Tell the people lam dying, and it is precious to die.” After 
preaching that morning Brother Taylor visited him again. When he 
entered the sick room Dr. Boyd’s face was shining with a particular glow ; 
he opened his eyes and said : “Praise the Lord!” Then, breaking into a 
shout, he said : “I have been wanting to shout all day.” Resuming the 
conversation, he said: “There is no difficulty about being cheertul; the 
trouble is about being too cheerful. Tell the congregation to be true.” 
He closed his eyes, remained in a peaceful sleep for about twenty minutes, 
while Brother Taylor held his hand. Then he said quite distinctly, while 
apparently still asleep : “Grace !” Brother Taylor thought he was calling the 
nurse ; but opening his eyes, he said: “Grace I All of Grace ! Praise the 

Lord !” Shortly after this Dr. Boyd lapsed into unconsciousness, from which 
he did not recover for about four weeks. He then thought that he had 
died,' and so decided was the impression upon him that he asked the iiui-se 
why he was there, saying, “ I am dead. ” From that time until his death. 
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] at the St. James parsonage, about 10 P. M., on Wednesday night, March 

27, 1907, he was never quite himself again; but his experience remained 
[ triumphant unto the end. 

j He is survived by his wife and two sons, Walter and Pierce; eight of his 

ten children having preceded him to the grave ; all of whom passed away 
; in one year, while pastor at Greene Memorial, Koanoke, Va., one meeting an 

] accidental death by drowning in the paesonage well. There also survives 

‘ him five brothers: Rev. S E. Boyd, John, Robert, George and Charles 

I Boyd, and three sisters: Mrs. S. A. Rinerman, Mi*s. Ada Clipp and Mrs. 

Emma Rockenbaugh. 



REV. DAVID HARRIS. 

Owing to the fact of his active connection with this Conference as an 
itinerant minister for a number of years, and in recognition of his useful 
services as a local preacher and his lifelong devotion to the Church, we 
deem it meet to take this official notice of the death of our honored brother. 
Rev. David Harris, who passed to his heavenly reward September 13, 1906. 

The subject of this sketch was born at Hedgesville, W. Va., July 30, 1836. 
As a young man, before the outbreak of the Civil War he entered the Balti- 
more Conference and served in the ranks of the itinerancy for ten years. 
During this period he was instrumental in bringing into the Church of 
Christ more than eight hundred souls. After the close of the war he retired 
from the active ministry and engaged in mercantile business in Middletown, 
Va. This change of relation did not abate his zeal for the Master’s cause, 
as he served the Church faithfully until the day of his death in the ranks 
of the local ministry. He was in demand as a preacher, and he preached 
almost as often as if he had been in charge of circuit or station. 

He was twice married, his first wife being Miss Bernice S. Danner, of 
Middletown. Of this union three children survive. Rev. Carlton D. Harris, 
ail honored member of this Canference, Miss Sadie Harris, and Mrs. E. R. 
Sperry, of Middletown. Some time after the death of his first wife he mar- 
ried her sister, Mrs. Ella Walton, who was the widow of the late David 
Walton, of Woodstock, and who survives him. 

Early Sunday morning, September 9, 1906, he was stricken with paralysis, 
and, despite the tender ministrations of his devoted family and all that the 
best medical skill could do, he rapidly grew worse. The end came peace- 
fully Thursday morning at 10.35, and this venerable servant of God rested 
from his earthly labors. 

His death, so unexpected, cast a pall of gloom over the community where 
his worth was so well known. All, regardless of rank or condition, felt 
that by the death of this good man they had lost a wise adviser and a faith- 
ful friend. The funeral, which was conducted by his pastor. Rev. Wm. S. 
Hammond, and Rev. W. H. D. Harper, Presiding Elder, was attended by a 
large concourse of people from Middletown and vicinity, while many from 
other parts of the Valley joined with the relatives and home friends in pay- 
ing this last tribute of respect to the departed. 

As a man. Brother Harris was faithful and true in all the relations of 
life. The good that he did will be known only when the “ books are 
opened.” Secular affairs never held such place in his thought as to exclude 
an earnest regard for the welfare of the Master’s kingdom. When our 
lamented Brother, VV. A. Macdonald, fell at his post of duty. Brother Harris 
was called upon to act as supply at Gaithersburg until the ensuing Confer- 
ence. How faithfully he performed this duty was amply attested by the 
high esteem in which the good people of that charge held him. The tragic 
death of Bro. T. J. Miller again called him into active service. His labors 
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on Berkeley Circuit were crowned with success, and he justly earned the 
loving appreciation of the people among whom he labored. 

He was devoted to his home church, in which he filled many important 
positions. Above all things else he sought and worked for her advancement. 
He gave time and means without stint that her prosperity might increase. 

The last public religious service in which he took part was the Wednes- 
day evening prayer meeting just three days previous to the fatal stroke of 
paralysis. The prayer he offered on that occasion will long be remembered 
by those who heard it for its beauty of expression, its suitableness and its 
fervency. 

He had distinct gifts as a preacher. Nature had endowed him with a 
voice of the richest quality and culture had given him an easy facility in 
expressing himself. His thinking was clear and strong. With these 
endowments and the love of God filling his heart, he preached, at times, 
with unusual power. Death came unexpectedly, but found the servent of 
God prepared for — 

What Is death 

To him who meets it with an upright heart ? 

A quiet haven, where his shatter’d bark 
Harbors secure, till the rough storm is past. 

Perhaps a passage overhung with clouds 
But at its entrance ; a few leagues beyond . 

Opening to kinder skies, and milder suns. 

And seas pacific as the soul that seeks them. 



BISHOP JOHN J. TIGERT. 

The announcement in November, 1906, that Bishop John J. Tigert was 
seriously ill of an abcess, caused by the lodgment of a foreign body in his 
throat, awakened deep solicitude throughout the bounds of our Church." 
Deeper still was the sorrow when the telegraph, a few days later, brought 
the news that the malady had proved fatal, and that his great life had come 
to an untimely close. All who knew him, either personally or by reputa- 
tion, felt that a prince and a great man had indeed fallen in Israel. We, of 
the Baltimore Conference, in common with all other Conferences of South- 
ern Methodism, share in this bereavement, and feel it pre-eminently proper 
that we should give appropriate and permanent expression to our sense of 
loss and sorrow. 

To many of the members of our Conference Bishop Tigert was well 
known. For several years he had visited us annually in his ofiQcial capacity 
as Editor of the Quarterly Review, and we had learned to esteem him for his 
fine qualities of mind and heart. None who came into personal contact 
with him could fail to recognize in him the highest type of a Christian 
gentleman. In the sermons and addresses which he delivered before us he 
evinced his ripe scholarship, his practical judgment, and his eminent quali- 
fications for the high office to which he was called by the suffrages of his 
brethren. Born in November, 1856, he had just reached the age of fifty 
years, and was therefore in the full vigor of his physical and mental 
powers. Elected a Bishop only six months before, he had just entered 
upon what promised to be a long and brilliant career, when an insignificant 
accident laid him low, and blighted at once the hopes and expectations of 
his brethren. 

Seldom has Southern Methodism been called to mourn so sudden and 
severe a loss. Several of our Bishops, like Abraham, have died at a good 
old age, full of years and honors, but Bishop Tigert fell at a time when the 
Church seemed mostly to need his presence and leadership. Probably no 
man among us possessed larger capabilities for service and usefulness. He 
was a scholar of brilliant attainments, a thorough orthodox yet progressive 
thinker, a preacher of great ability, and a leader of the highest rank. His 
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settled convictions and his thorough loyalty to the doctrines and principles 
of Methodism rendered him just such an overseer as the Church needed at 
this time. Had it pleased God to spare his life, we believe that he would 
have justified our largest expectations, and that no man of his generation 
would have done more to advance the interests and promote the progress 
of his own Church and of evangelical Christianity throughout the land. 

BISHOP A. COKE SMITH. 

Almost before the Church had begun to rally from the blow of Bishop 
Tigert’s unexpected and lamented death, she is called to mourn the depar- 
ture of another of her chief shepherds. Bishop Alexander Coke Smith, 
D.D., died in Asheville, North Carolina, December 27, 1906, at the age of 
fifty-seven years. He was born in South Carolina September 16, 1849. 

Elected to the episcopacy at Dallas in 1902, he had soon afterwards to 
engage in a battle with that stubborn foe of humanity, pulmonary tuber- 
culosis — a battle which he waged for several years with cheerful courage 
and undaunted spirit. After establishing himself in Norfolk, Virginia — a 
city which he loved and whose citizens loved him, and where a comfortable 
home was provided for him and his family — he was compelled in a short 
time to take refuge in the choice climate of Asheville. There, with the 
help of skilled physicians and under the intelligent care of his devoted wife, 
he made his last gallant stand, while the Church looked on in sympathy 
and lifted up its prayer to the Lord of life. 

His death, while not unanticipated, is not the less unwelcome to the 
Church. She sees with deep solicitude her all too slender College of Bishops 
depleted by these inroads of disease. We have no Bishops to spare, and 
the men w^hom we make Bishops are not such as we are willing, under any 
conditions, to spare till they have served their generation in due course. 
Bishop Smith especially was the kind of man whose going away leaves a 
host of hearts grieving in personal bereavement. He was richly endowed, 
by nature and by grace and by culture, with the best gifts of the Christian 
pastor. To that specific work he had given the best that was in him, 
drawing all his cares and studies that way. He was a son of consolation. 
The power of the Gospel tosw^eeten life and to soften death, to make tender 
human relations tenderer still; to lift up and hearten the higher impulses 
of our nature ;• to put humanity at its best and keep it there ; to play upon 
the dark tragedies of life the soft light of an infinite pity. Even the glint 
of a large humor which knows that things are never quite so bad as they 
seem appealed to him. It met the mood of his own great heart and broad 
sympathy. It touched his native eloquence into a sort of heavenly music. 
He loved God and he loved men, and he spoke to men of God’s love for 
them with a winning assurance of the truth of his message which com- 
pelled all hearts. 

His manly, Christian candor, his joyous humor, his tender and human 
spirit, made him a choice companion. He was accessible to all, and none 
came near him but to love him. The pastors who received their assign- 
ments at his hands never doubted the appointments were made in sincere 
sympathy for them and with complete understanding of what it meant to 
them. 

Bishop Smith was laid to rest in Norfolk, Virginia, on December 30, 
Bishop Wilson conducting the funeral from Epworth Church. 

BISHOP JOHN COWPER GRANBERY. 

In considering the manner of life and death of the sainted Bishop John 
C. Granbery all may be fitly summed up in the brief description of a saint 
of another age — he ‘ ‘ walked with God : and he was not ; for God took 
him.” 
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It is the testimony of the many thousands who knew him that of all whom 
they knew he was nearest the perfect man. 

His exalted life was lived amid stirring times in Church and State. Born 
of godly parents in the city of Norfolk, Va., December 5, 1829, he was 
sonndly converted to God at the age of 15 and joined the Methodist Church. 
He graduated from Kandolph-Macon College in 1848, and in the same year 
was admitted into the itinerant ministry of the Virginia Annual Conference. 
Nearly sixty years were spent in preaching the gospel of the Son of God. 
Of this long period two years were spent in enforced retirement on account 
of ill-health; twenty-one in the pastorate; two as chaplain of the University 
of Virginia ; four as chaplain in the Confederate Arm}^ ; seven as professor 
at Vanderbilt University, and twenty-five as a Bishop of the Church. 

Bishop Hoss, in preaching the funeral sermon of this man of God, paid 
the following tribute : 

“ Those of you who knew him best are well aware that it would be 
grossly offensive to him if I were to use words of fulsome praise on this 
occasion; and I have too much regard for his memory to do anything of the 
kind. But the sober truth compels me to say that from the beginning of 
his career to the end of it he maintained an absolutely unsullied character. 
I am confident that no human being ever felt disposed to call in question 
either the uprightness of his motives or the moral propriety of his outward 
conduct. It is also strictly within the limits of fact to add that he filled 
with great honor every position in which, in the providence of God, he was 
called. It would be difficult to determine just where he was most signally 
useful and successful. The people among whom he went in and out as a 
pastor admired, revered and loved him ; the soldiers with whom he mingled 
in the camp and on the march held him in the highest esteem, and the 
young men— young now no more — that he taught in the lecture rooms of a 
great university are agreed that he was an ideal instructor. What the 
whole Church thought of him it is not difficult to discover. There is deep 
sorrow today in all our borders, but sorrow chastened with gratitude to 
God for having given us this worthy leader of the hosts of our Israel, His 
colleages, in particular, mourn his departure; for he was a tower of 
strength among them. Whatever little differences may have arisen among 
them on emergent issues, there was never any difference in their estimate 
of his qualities. ” 

Bishop Granbery presided over the Baltimore Conference four times : in 
1885 at Salem, Va. ; in 1894 at Fredericksburg, Va.. in 1895 at Washington, 
D. C., and again in 1899 at Washington. 

No Bishop was held in higher esteem by this Conference than this saintly 
man, and his coming among us was always met with the warmest of 
welcome. 

“ The pains of death are past. 

Labor and sorrow cease ; 

And life’s long warfare closed at last. 

His soul is found in peace. 

Soldier of Christ well done ; 

Praise be thy new employ ; 

And while eternal ages run. 

Rest in thy Saviour’s Joy.”
